At a quarter to eight the royal train arrived at this ancient 
town, where the usual demonstrations of rejoicing took place. 
There was a delay of only five minutes at the station, and 
during this interval the mayor and corporation presented a 


loyal and dutiful address. Here the Queen was presented by 
the directors with a beautifully-illustrated map of the royal 
route, executed by Mr. A. Reid. A similar map was pre- 
sented to his Royal Highness Prince Albert. ‘The tooling 
around the boards and centre was of the most chaste de- 
scription of flowered scrolls, The binding was executed by 
Mr. Lee, of Newcastle. 
ALNWICK. 

A public meeting of the inhabitants of Alnwick was held 
in the Townhall, in order to the preparation of an address, 
which was transmitted to Sir George Grey, who had the honour 
of presenting it to her Majesty, and who returned a gratifying 
acknowledgment, 

HOWICK, 

The preparations for the reception of her Majesty at Howick, 
although, in pursuance of the Queen’s express desire, of the 
most unostentatious character, were, nevertheless, in every 
way worthy of the auspicious occasion. Her Majesty arrived 
at Howick precisely at nine o'clock, and was received at the 
entrance-hall by the noble earl and countess, the latter of 
whom the Queen cordially greeted, ‘Uhe Prince of Wales rode 
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in the same carriage as his august parents to, Howick, The 
Princess Royal and Prince Alfred followed in another carriage 
with the Marchioness of Douro, Dinner was served almost 
immediately upon the Queen’s arriva!, her Majesty sitting 
down in her travelling dress. Sir George and Lady Grey 
were the only guests at the dinner, which was confined to the 
members of the royal:suite and the family circle of Earl Grey. 
Her Majesty retired early, and was out walking in the grounds 
with the Prince on Friday morning before nine o'clock. The 
Earl Grey accompanied her Majesty, who, before leaving, 
planted an oak sapling, The Queen took leave of the Countess 
Grey at eleven o'clock, and immediately left for the railway 
station. On arriving at the station, her Majesty was received 
by the Lord Mayor of York and his co-directors of the railway. 
The Lord Mayor had the honour of presenting to the Queen 
and the Prince two very handsome maps of the line, which 
were graciously received and acknowledged. The Queen 
having taken leave of Earl Grey at half-past eleven o'clock, 
the train was sctin motion, and ran on at a very rapid speed 
towards Newcastle. 
NEWCASTLE, 

In no part of her dominions was the feeling of gratification 
more intense on the subject of her Majesty’s visit than in New- 
castle, All classes were animated by a common purpose to 
evince their loyalty to her throne and their anxiety for her 
welfare and happiness, Tho morning, unfortunately, was dull, 
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and the weather unsettled, giving forebodings of a wet and 
comfortable day, : 
vir he entire line Of railway from Stepney to the High Leyel- 
bridge was occupied by troops, placed in the following order ;— 
From Stepney to the Manors station by the Sue penelongte | 
and from thence to the junction of the lines, near the centra 
station, by the dismounted corps of the Northumberland and 
Neweastle Volunteers (now undergoing their usual training 
here), with a party of the 68rd Regiment, On the bridge the 
line was also preserved by reaps same of whom, undcr the 
command of Licutenant-Colone Pole, were stationed at the 
back of the platform, and asted as a Bitard afhonour, A train 
of artillery wag placed near the Gateshead station. ‘The 
streets had, consequently, the appearance of a general holiday, 
and the town was thranged, not only by the ordinary residents, 
but by thousandy frem the adjacent towns of Shields and Sun- 
derland, and from the papylous district around, ‘ 

The Town Coyngil were invited to assemble in their chamber 
at the Guildhall at eleven, the Mayor of Gateshead heing pre- 
sent. ‘Twelve o'clock was the hour at which it was announced 
that her Majesty would arrive, and from that time the people 
were on the very tiptoe of expectation. Salyos of artillery were 
discharged from the Old Castle, and, amidst the booming of 
these and the ringing of bells, a pilot-engine, the precursor of 
the royal train (which left Little Mill station at half-past eleven), 
arrived, At precisely twenty minutes past twelve the royal car- 
riage appeared in sight, and when it reached the Spital, a 
splendid locomotive, built by the celebrated house of Ste- 
hanaGh and Co., gaily decorated and bearing on its front, 
*‘ God Save the Queen,’ surmounted by a crown, and a sujt- 
able inscription encircling the boiler, was attached to the train, 
It then slowly proceeded to the centre of the colossal fabric 
amidst bursts of loud and rapturous cheering from the assem- 
bled thousands, her Majesty repeatedly acknowledging these 
marked demonstrations of loyalty and affection from her 
faithful and attached subjects. The door of the carriage 
was then opened, and the Mayor of Neweastle, accompanied 
by the shaiff, town-clerk, and other officials, presented a 
loyal address, to which a response extremely eulogistic was

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It is very true that, compared with the general flow of 
private charity, a good deal has been, and is being given, to 
relieve the wants of our afflicted fellow-creatures. But these 
subsidies come too late to do add the good of which the sums con- 
tributed are capable. We do not want occasional, spasmodic, 
acts of charity, We wantit, systematic, Instead of dropping a 
few shillings at every door which death has visited, we want, 
for the future, to ensure life by giving the means of its sup- 
port,—by removing the sources of pestilence, and preventing the 
necessity of bad feeding. We want our poor to be well clothed, 
to eat and drink as if they were, at all events, as good as hoises 
and dogs, and lie down after their day’s toil and care in some 
place where the rain will not batter in upon their palets, or the 
steams of filth and disease gather around them, and cat into 
their senses, And knowing how imperative is the duty of 
obtaining such a glorious reform, admitting the obligation as only 
betwixt man and man to be enough, we remember with deep 
humiliation that it is a duty we have owed to God and have 
uot paid, The afflicting hand ceases to press with its first

I reached 
my own quiet fireside, on retiring from the scene of reiterated 
shouts and plaudits, I was half dead; and my joy and thank- 
fulness were of too solemn and overpowering a nature to admit 
of words, or even tears. My father, my husband, and my- 
self, sat down to a frugal meat supper, in a silence uninter- 
rupted, except by exclamations of gladness from My. Siddons. 
My father enjoyed the refreshments ; but occasionally stopped 
short, and, laying down his knife and fork, lifted up his 
venerable face, and, throwing back his silver hair, gave wa 
to tears of happiness. We soon parted for the night; andy 
worn out with continually broken rest and laborious exertion, 
after an hour's retrospection (who can conceive the intense- 
ness of that reverie ?) fell into a sweet and profound sleep, 
which lasted to the middle of the next day. I arose alert in 
mind and body, 

“‘T should be afraid to say,” she continues, ‘ how many 
times Jsabella was repeated successively, with still-increasing

Mrs. Siddons this season found a coadjutor in acting, a 
great acquisition to the English stage, and not the less 
acceptable to her for being her own brother. John Kemble 
had not indeed yet reached the height of his reputation, but 
he was fast advancing to it; and he was already decidedly 
popular.

No queen of our stage has 
been so unequivocally’ extolled for majesty and beauty of 
yerson as Mrs. Siddons, nor is there any one whose sway over 
hee audiences can be imagined to have been stronger, My 
inference is, if I may parody Milton’s phrase, that she was the 
fairest of her predecessors—and that, if Time could rebuild 
his ruins and react the lost scenes of existence, he would 
present no female to match her on the Tragic Stage. And 
she was more than a woman of genius, for the additional 
benevolence of her heart made her an honour to her sex and 
to human nature.”

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE, 


IENNA.-~The Weiner Zeitung announces that the subscription 
forthe new loan amounted on the 27th to 17,423,400 florins, 
CoNSTANTINOPLE.—It appears that the final decision of the 
Ottoman Government was communicated to M. de Titoff at the close 
of an extraordinary Cabinet Council held at Kouroulschismé, in 
the house of the Seraskier, Mehemet Ali Pasha, late in the evening 
of the 16th ult. It was intimated to the Russian Ambassador, ina 
note couched in firm and dignified but mild and conciliatory terms, 
that the Turkish Government, seeing no reason to depart from its 
previous resolution, persisted in its refusal to eran the extradition 
of the Hungarian refugees, demanded by the Czar. The note 
summed up, in the most skilful manner, all the reasons adduced by 
the Porte in its various replies. It especially insisted on the offer 
made in the first instance to remove the Hungarian refugees to the 
interior of the country, and to take every step to prevent the re- 
currence of disturbances in the sequel, both in the ae ee 
Emperor of Austria and in those of the Czar of Russia, &e. is 
note was by no means satisfactory to the representatives of the two 
great powers, who had flattered themselves up to the last pola 
that. the Ministry of the Sultan would be intimidated, and tie iY 
yielding to the menace of a rupture. The following: ay, at 
five o'clock a.m., Prince Razdivil, feeling extremely uneasy 
at the contemplation of his probable reception by the Lim- 
peror, embarked at Bouyukdére on board a Russian seen 
which immediately started for Odessa.

Butter which has become rancid may be’ purified by stirring 
it with three or four times its weight of boiling water; the 
butter, after a time, rises to the surface in the form of a clear 
oil, which, if skimmed off and thrown into ice-cold water, again 
sets into a solid butter. But, although the butter by this pro- 
cess will lose all its unpleasant flavour, it will also lose most 
of its proper and agreeable taste, becoming almost insipid, but 
nevertheless sweet. This process ma be useful to those on 
Sys ae when a fresh supply cannot be obtained, 

Yarrow is the oily concretion contained within the hollow 
shaft.of the long bones. It varies much in consistence; but 
when the hard and soft portions are mixed together, and 
“ rendered down,’’ the result is somewhat softer than butter, 
but is not at all prone to become rancid, so that it is well 
adapted for pomade for the hair, and for which it is much used. 

Fats are much used in the kitchen for frying. ‘The rationale 
of the process is the same ‘as boiling, but at a much higher 
temperature. Were a piece of white paper put into pure oil 
or melted fat, and the heat raised, the paper would be scorched 
brown before the oil would boil; the same takes place when 
fish, &c., are placed in a pan of hot fat: they are rowned of 
one uniform colour, the heat being equally communicated by 
the hot fat. 

Fat, as an article of diet, is used the most in cold and the 
least in hot climates; the reason is. simply this—fat serves 
merely to keep up the temperature of the body. Now, in cold 
climates the heat is constantly being carried off by the sur- 
rounding cold air, so that a constant supply of fat (fuel) is 
required to keep up the necessary temperature. Fatty matters 
contain much hydrogen and carbon; these two unite with the 
oxygen of substances which contain it largely: great heat is 
given out during this combination, Exactly the same process 
takes place in the usual combustion of fatty substances, the 
carbon and hydrogen of which combine with the oxygen of the 
surrounding air, giving out both heat and light. ‘This last 
does not, however, take place in the slow combustion of the 
fatty food of animals except in a very few and most extra- 
ordinary cases, in which the process has taken place so rapidly 
as to entirely consume the individual : these have been termed 
cases of ‘ spontaueous combustion.”’

GeneraL Post-orrice.—On and after the Ist of next 
month, the whole postage, both British and foreign, upon letters 
for Belgium, directed vid France, may be paid in advance, or the 
letters may be sent unpaid, at the option of the sender; but the 
present regulation, under which the British postage only may be 
paid upon such letters, will be discontinued, It must be understood 
that no letter will be forwarded to Belgium by this route, unless 
specially addresed “ vid France.’—As there is reason to believe 
that many persons in this country adopt the practice of addressing, 
to the care of parties at Panama, letters intended for Chili, Peru, 
and other parts of the western coast of South America, the Post- 
master-General thinks it right to point out that such a course is 
unnecessary, and that it may, in_ some cases, occasion Geley to the 
correspondence so addressed. Letters for Chili, Peru, &c., are 
liable to postage at the rate of 2s. the half-ounce, and so on, and, 
provided this postage be paid in advance, the letters will be forwarded 
by the British mail packets in the Pacific, without any detention at 
Panama.

Vion of such things so destroyed, It was said that the applicants were 
young thieves, Upon inquiry, however, they were found to have been 
working hard and constantly to support themselves by their own industry 
one of them being in the same place for at least two years, and they both bore 
good characters; but, even if they had committed themselvas at ‘any former 
period, they were now laudably striving to support themselyes by thet own 
lonest labour, and it was a Christian duty, as well as policy, to render them 
every assistance in doing so, The restoration of the bed, &c., which at first 
was denied them, had within the last few days been effected; or, averse as he

THE BLESSINGS OF LOAN SOCILTIES.—THE PALACE COURT, 


At Worshipestrect, a very decent-looking young man, named William 
Jones, a gunmaker by trade, appeared before Mr, Arnold, the Magistrate, 
a few days since, ina very dejected condition, having been suddenly reduced 
to a state of comparative destitution under circumstance which he related to 
the following effect :—A friend of his had obtained from a loan society in the

action was commenced in the Palace Court on the part of the society, anda 
copy of a writ was served upon the applicant, who, in a state of dismay, 
waited upon the secretary of the loan society, and the latter, as he 
stated, promised that upon payment of costs, which were already iueurred 
to the amount of 80s., a stop should be put to the nvoveedings at law, Tle 
Was unable at. that time to pay more than £1, whieh he handed over to the 
secretary, and some time elapsed hefore he paid the remainder, but he did 
then pay ls. to the secretary, 10g, aa the remainder of the expenses, and gy. 
in part payment of the original loan and actual deht for which the action had 
been commenced, and, having done so, he of course thought himself safe from 
the threatened action, Only 9 day or two after the payment of that money, 
however, an officer from the Palagd Court came with a emand for the inmeée 
diate payment of debt and oasts, to the amount of £9, 1s. 1d,, and left a 
broker's man in possession, he man romained there four days, for which 
& subsequent charge was made of 3s, 6d. aday, and, the required amount being 
then unpaid, they cleared hia house of £50 worth of furniture, which was 
carried off to the premises of a Mr, Knowles, a broker and auctioneer, to be 
there sold by quction, The applicant himself attended the sale when it took 
place, and obtained a printed catalogue of the effects, which he produced, 
but from this some of the artigles actually seized had been omitted; for 
instance, a good carpet, which, upon his making the fact known, was after- 
wards restored to him, and he alleged that, instead of hig own feather-bed, 
worth eight or ten guineas, a very inferior article, not betonging ta him, 
toag put up and sold for £1, 14s, With all these dyawbacka and substitutions, 
however, the proceeds of the gale amounted to £14,153,, and, the seizure 
having heen made for £29 odd, he expected, of course, that the difference was 
to he paid over to him; but, upon inquiry, he said he was told that there was 
nothing to be returned, the expenses having 80 accumulated ag to absorb the 
Whole, ‘The affair had altogether been absolutely ruinous to him, for he 
had not ouly lost a houseful of good furniture, but had lost so much time, 
and been so distracted in mind, as to be unable to attend properly to his work 
and had, in consequence, lost his employment, and had for several weeks 
been without the means of properly supporting his wife and children! fig 
chief anxiety now, howeyer, was to trace and recoyer his bed, if possible, for 
the sake of his wife, who was on the eve of her accouchement, and was ter- 
ribly distressed by the want of it.—-Mr, Arnold directed Hollard, & warrant.

There was a delay of only five minutes at the station, and 
during this interval the mayor and corporation presented a 
loyal and dutiful address, Tere the Queen was presented by 
the directors with a beautifully-illustrated map of the royal 
route, executed by Mr, A. Reid. A similar map was pre- 
sented to his Royal Highness Prince Albert. The tooling 
around the boards and centre was of the most chaste de- 
scription of flowered scrolls. ‘The binding was executed by 
Mr. Lee, of Newcastle. 

ALNWICK, 

A public meeting of the inhabitants of Alnwick was held 
in the Townhall, in order to the preparation of an address, 
which was transmitted to Sir George Grey, who had the honour 
of presenting it to her Majesty, and who returned a gratifying 
acknowledgment. 
HOWICK. f 

Tho preparations for the reception of her Majesty at Towick, 
although, in pursuance of the Queen’s express desire, of the 
most unostentatious character, were, nevertheless, in every 
way worthy of the auspicious occasion. Her Majesty arrived 
at Howick precisely at nine o'clock, and was received at the 
entrance-hall by the noble earl and countess, the latter of 
whom the Queen cordially greeted, The Prince of Wales rode 
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in the same carriage as his august parents to Howick, The 
Prineess Royal and Prince Alfred followed in another carriage 
with the Marchioness of Douro, Dinner was served almost 
immediately upon the Queen’s arrival, her Majesty sitting 
down in her travelling dress. Sir George and Lady Grey 
were the only guests at the dinner, which was confined to the 
members of the royal suite and the family circle of Earl Grey. 
Her Majesty retired carly, and was out walking in the grounds 
with the Prince on Friday morning before nine o’clock. ‘The 
Karl Grey accompanied her Majesty, who, before leaving, 
planted an oak sapling. ‘The Queen took leave of the Countess 
Grey at eleven o'clock, and immediately left for the railway 
station. On arriving at the station, her Majesty was received 
by the Lord Mayor of York and his co-directors of the railway. 
The Lord Mayor had the honour of presenting to the Queen 
and the Prince two very handsome maps of the line, which 
were graciously received and acknowledged. The Queen 
haying taken leave of Earl Grey at half-past eleven o'clock, 
the train was set in motion, and ran on at a very rapid speed 
towards Newcastle. 
NEWCASTLE, 

In no part of her dominions was the feeling of gratification 
more intense on the subject of her Majesty’s visit than in New- © 
castle, All classes were animated by a common purpose to

DERBY, 

At Derny her Majesty, on the morning after her arrival 
appeared at the drawing-room window of the hotel to view the 
Derby and Chaddesden troop of Hussars drawn up in front 
which were pointed out to her Majesty by art Cathcart, 
fer Majesty desired the earl to convey to Captain Story her 
approbation of the corps, and the loyal devotion they had 
manifested by rendering a voluntary attendance upon the 
occasion, 

Previous to the Royal Family taking their departure from the 
hotel the Prinee expressed to Mr, Cuff his approbation of the 
Whole arrangements. The high sheriff and the mayor were in 
attendance upon the royal party from the hotel to the station, 

A few minutes after eight the band of the 12th Regiment of 
Foot announced to the directors and to the Jadies and gentle- 
men upon the plitform that her Majesty had left she hotel, and 
ina few minutes the Prince of Wales and Prince Alfred made 
their appearance on the platf rm, followed immediately by the 
Princess Royal, the Princess Alice, and her Majesty the Queen 
and her Royal Consors. The cheers and waving of handker- 
chiefs which grected the Royal amily it would be difficult 
adequately to describe, 

Owing to some delay in the arrangement of one of the car- 
riages containing a partof the royal suite the train did not start 
notil twenty-five minutes after eight o'clock. At length, all 
being in readiness, the train moved slowly away; the Queen 
(who stood at the carriage window) bowed graciously to the 
high sheriff and the mayor, and then to Harl Catheart and Lord 
Greenock, and acknowledged with bows aud smiles the hearty 
cheers which again burst forth along the line as the roval cor- 
tége left the station, ; 

BIRMINGILAM, 

ITer Majesty and suite arrived at Brraincuam ata quarter 
betore ten o'clock on the morning of Saturday, the train having 
left Derby at twenty minutes pact eight, Tie train containing 
the royal party did not approach nearer to the town than the 
poitit where the London line joins with the Gloucester, At 
the imumerit when the train containing the royal party ran up 
the rain descended in torrents; this did not appear, however, 
to stifle the public enthusiasm, which displayed itself in the 
most hearty cheering. When the train stopped, Samuel 
Lhiothton, Rey., tha mayor, approached the royal carriage 
(accompanied by the members of the town council who had 
inoved the addresses, and by Mr, Muntz, M.P., Mr. Schole- 
field, M.P., Mr. Newdegate, M.P.) and presented the 
addresses, which her Majesty and the Prince were pleased 
most graciously to receive. ~ Prince Albert inquired of the 
mayor. respecting the exhibition of the manufactures, and 
expressed hig anxiety for its success, 

GLOUCESTER, 

Her Majesty lett the Birmingham junction of the Bristol and 
Birthingham Railway a few minutes before ten o'clock, and 
proveeded on her joutiey to Gloucester, No address Wi8 pre- 
pated by the eorporation of Worcester, it being understood 
that her mane would journey tapidly through this coutity. 
On the royal train arriving at Ekington, a small villuge between 
Worcester and ‘lewle sbury, one of the axles of the engine 
had beeotne heated. This caused a slight delay, which retarded 
the atrival of the train at the subsequent stations betwoen that 
point and Glotivester, and at one time caused some little

BETTER LATE THAN NEVER. 
Now that the cholera is comparatively gone, people begin to 
think that they have not been discharging their duties quite as 
zealously as they ought. ‘They look back and see in the track 
of life pleasures which have died with the hour that begot 
them; all centreing in self; leaving only a faded memory 
behind them, no longer exhaling sweetness nor alleviating care, 
‘They see, upon the other hand, a squalid multitude, hungry, 
ill clad, and seeking shelter from the storm and the night in 
miserable retreats where no man would put his horse or his dog 
unless he wanted to earn the title ofa brute. ‘ Poverty there 
must be, however unpleasant it is to think of it,”” and with 
some such moral gentence they have turned away from the 
misery that crossed theit path ; or, perhaps, recommended the 
sufferer to the workhouse or dismissed his prayer with a few 
pence, A man in a century followed the beggar to his 
home~word full of the ghastlicst mockery !—and for awhile 
appalled the world with his revelation of the miseries he saw 
there. Good resolutions came and vanished, But the cholera 
came too, and now, smarting under the visitation of offended 
Providence, men begin to think that they must do, and not 
talk; that the time has come when human beings shall not be 
condemned to pestilent air and loathsome food to pamper the 
selfishness of a few rich men who, in the abundance and 
the costliness of their imagined wants, devour the living of the 


poor. 
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It is very true that, compared with the gencral flow of 
private charity, a good deal has been, and is being given, to 
relieve the wants of our afflicted {cllow-creatures. But these 
subsidies come too late to do al/ the good of which the sums con- 
tributed are capable. We do not want occasional, spasmodic, 
actso! charity. Wewantit, systematic, Instead of dropping a 
few shillings at every door which death has visited, we want, 
for the future, to ensure life by giving the means of its sup- 
port,—by removing the sources of pestilence, and preventing the 
necessity of bad feeding. We want our poor to be well clothed, 
to cat and drink as if they were, at all events, as good as horses 
and dogs, and lie down after their day’s toil and care in some 
place where the rain will not batter in upon their palets, or the 
steams of filth and disease gather around them, and cat into 
their senses, And knowing how imperative is the duty of 
obtaining such a glorious reform, admitting the obligation asonly 
betwixt man and man to be enough, we remember with deep 
humiliation that it isa duty we have owed to Ged and have 
uot paid, The afflicting hand ceases to press with its first 
violence upon our sins; let us seize the moment of its merciful 
relenting to show our repentance by acts, and appease the 
anger of Providence, 


A mecting is shortly to be held, under the presidency of the 
Lord Bishop of London, with a view to assist in the charitable 
work of bettering the homes of the poor, But it is not one 
meeting nor one bishop that will be able to effect all that is 
wanted. Tho whole church should rally to this point, and 
(remembering for how many years they have thrown the 
burden of the poor upon the state, applying to personal 
advantage that third portion of church property which in the 
old times—ore poor-laws came into fashion—was devoted to 
charitable purposes) they should now by one glorious act of 
justice vindicate the national character and their own.

Presented to the Queen, thraugh Earl Grey, on the High Level- 

bridge, Newcastle-upon-Tyne, Sept. 28, 1840, by John Brown 

and Son, Cutlers to her Majesty and Piince Albert, Grey street, 

Neweastle-upon-T'y ne, 
This beautiful specimen of workmanalilj® cons'sts of a paper- 
cutter atid penknife, made of one solid piece of ivory, the size of 
diawWing-paper, with a view of Windsor Castle engraved on cach 
side inthe first style ofthe art. ‘The end where the Ulade vpens is 
mounted with a solid gold crown, set with seventy-six precious 
stones, viz., diamonds, rubles, emeralds, and pearls; the back 
spring is ouvered with gold; the royal arms are also in solid chased 
gold, with a eprig of the rode, shamrock, and thistle, and a 
splengialy chased wreath of the oak-leaf and acorn, It was en- 
closed in a red morocco case, with gold name-plateaud “ Victoria ”’ 
engraved upon it in Old English, the whole forming an elegant 
and costly present, and does great credit to the parties who pie- 
sented it, and who were also the makers, viz., Messrs. Juhn Brown 
and Son, who hold the appointment of cutlers to her Majesty and 
Prince Albert in Neweastle-upon-Tyne. It was presented to her 
Majesty on the centre of the splendid High Level. bridge, being en- 
trusted in the hands of Alderman Sir John Fife, who, through the 
Recorder of Newcastle, handed it to Marl Grey: and, just at the 
conclusion of the addresses from the corporations of Newcastle and 
Gateshead, the earl handed the knife to his Royal Highness the 
Prince of Wales, who gave it into the hands of his royal mother,

TABLE TALK. 


Saturday last was the feast of St. Michael, first instituted 
by the Roman Catholic Church in the year 487. The custom of 
eating roasted goose on this day is of very ancient date, arising 
probably from this ‘* pasturer of the common” being now of growth 
most desirable for table use; and, because this great festival of the 
Romish Church occurred at the same season, and all Northmen love 
good eating on such occasions. It is quite certain that long before 
the reign of Queen Elizabeth it was customary to eat ‘a fat goose” 
on the Michaelmas festival. True it ony be that on this day, in 
1558, at Sir Neville Umfreville’s, near Tilbury Fort, ‘“ good Queen 
Bess’? was dining off this bird, ‘‘ for her Majesty was much affected 
towards savoury dishes,” and that, receiving intelligence of the 
Spanish Armada’s defeat, she may have commanded that both the 
event and the dish which she relished should, whilst she lived, be 
associated together. All this may be true, and yet the custom have 
been long practised previously, 


* Part of the crews of the Lady Jane, of Newcastle, and the 
Prince of Wales, of Hull,’ says the North British Mail, ‘‘ have 
arrived in Orkney, being landed from a Danish vessel, both these 
ships having been wrecked in Davis's Straits, The captain of the 
former has with him a sealed case, addressed to the Admiralty, 
from Sir John Franklin, and picked up by the natives. Lady

Altogether, the impression 
made upon the audience by this first effort was of the most 
negative nature.” 

She repeated the character of Portia a few nights afterwards, 
but with no greater effect. Two failures! Hitherto she had 
played no part that was strictly tragic on the London boards, 
but Garrick now revived ‘Richard III.,’’ which had been 
discontinued for several years, and he assigned the part of Lady 
Anne to our actress. She here met Roscius in all his terrors. 
Garrick’s acting that night must have been startling. From 
what his contemporaries have said of it, we may guess that his 
impressiveness bordered upon excess. By his force, approachng 
to wildness, and the fire of his eyes, he dismayed the young 
actress. He had directed her, in speaking to him, always to 
turn her back to the audience, in order that he might keep his 
own face towards them; and her forgetfulness of this direction 
was punished by Garrick with a glance of displeasure that 
unnerved her powers. Of this performance the following 
account is given in the theatrical report of “The London 
Magazine” for Set 1776. After declaring that Garrick’s 
appearance beggared all description, the writer adds :—‘ As to 
most of the other characters, particularly the female ones, they 
were wretchedly performed, Mrs, Hopkins was an ungracious 
Queen, Mrs. Johnston a frightful Duchess, and Mrs, Siddons a 
lamentable Lady Anne.’’—A third failure! 

Garrick closed his own brilliant career five days after- 
wards, and left Mrs. Siddons to receive from the managers 
a dismissal. Mrs. Siddons was much cast down; but she, 
nevertheless, possessed that foresight of coming fame which is 
the grand stimulant to genius—and she laboured at her vocation 
accordingly. 

Early in the year 1777 she played at Manchester, and became 
there so celebrated that her talents brought her an invitation to 
York. By this time her range of characters was considerable, 

“Tn the summer of 1782,’’ Mrs, Siddons herself observes in 
her ‘ Memoranda,’”’ “I received an invitation to revisit Drury 
Lane. After my former dismissal from thence it may be ima- 
gined that this was to me a triumphant moment, 
reception in London T cannot but partly attribute to the enthn- 
siastic accounts of me which the amiable Duchess of Devonshire 
had brought thither and spread before my arrival, I had the

memorable day I suffered from nervous agitation more than 
can be imagined, No wonder! for my own fate, and that o 
my little family, hung uponit. Ihad quitted Bath, where al 
my efforts had been successful, and I feared lest a second failure 
in London might influence the public mind greatly to my 
prejudice. 

“At length I was called to my fiery trial. I found my 
venerable father behind the scenes, little less agitated than 
myself. ‘The awful consciousness that one is the sole object o 
attention to that immense space, lined as it were with human 
intellect from top to bottom, and all around, may perhaps be 
imagined, but can never be described, and by me can never be 
forgotten. 

“ Of the general effect of this night’s performance T need 
not speak: it has already been publicly recorded, I reached 
my own quiet fireside, on retiring from the scene of reiterated 
shouts and plaudits, I was half dead; and my joy and thank- 
fulness were of too solemn and overpowering a nature to admit 
of words, or even tears. My father, my husband, and my- 
self, sat down to a frugal meat supper, in a silence uninter- 
rupted, except by exclamations of gladness from Mr. Siddons. 
My father enjoyed the refreshments ; but occasionally stopped 
short, and, laying down his knife and fork, lifted up his 
venerable face, and, throwing back his silver hair, gave way 
to tears of happiness. We soon parted for the night; and I, 
worn out with continually broken rest and laborious exertion, 
after an hour's retrospection (who can conceive the intense- 
ness of that reverie ?) fell into a sweet and profound sleep, 
which lasted to the middle of the next day. I arose alert in 
mind and body. 

_T should be afraid to say,” she continues, “ how many 
times Isabella was repeated successively, with still-increasing 
favour,” 

Mrs. Siddons this season found a coadjutor in acting, a 
great acquisition to the English stage, and not the less 
acceptable to her for being her own brother. John Kemble 
had not indeed yet reached the height of his reputation, but 
he was fast advancing to it; and he was already decidedly 
popular. Her first appearance, in conjunction with ie brother 
was in * The Gamester,’’ in which she played Ars. Beverley 
(Nov. 22). Their success was brilliant. This tragedy has 
some great beauties, and it continually affects large audiences 
with strong emotion, 
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Hitherto, since her return to the London stage, Mrs, Sid- 


dons had attempted none of the characters of Shakspere ; and 


at this period, notwithstanding all her popularity, she had 
still some detractors, who pretended to doubt whether she 


had courage to muke the attempt, or would succeed if she 
should make it. ‘To this scepticiem she put a practical ter- 
mination on the 8rd of November, by playing Isabella, in 
‘“ Measure for Measure,” in a manner that commanded undi- 
vided applause. ; ; : 

‘This see was an epoch in her life: not for its merely 


silencing a few detractors, but for the triumph of uniting her 


Shakspere’s, in his most elevated characters, 
EA MOR Sera she electrified her audiences in Constance, 
and also in Belvidera, She took Lady Macbeth for her second 
benefit on Feb, 2, 1785, ‘ 

“T regard,” observes Campbell, ‘ the tragedy of ¢ Macbeth, 
upon the whole, as the greatest treasure of our dramatic lite- 
rature. We may look, as Britons, at Greek sculpture and 
Italian paintings, with a humble consciousness that our native 
art has never reached their perfection; but, in the drama, we 
can confront Aischylus himself with Shakspere: and, of all 
modern theatres, ours alone can compete with the Greek in the 
unborrowed nativeness and sublimity of its superstition, In 
the grandeur of tragedy ‘Macbeth’ has no parellel, till we go 
back to the ‘Prometheus and the Furies’ of the Attic stage, 
Lady Macbeth is a splendid picture of evil—a sort of Milton’s 
‘ Lucifer; ’* and, like him, we surely imagine her externally 
majestic and beattiful,”” 

‘he illness that proved fatal attacked her in April, 1831, 
when she had entered on her seventy-sixth year. The appear- 
ance of the erysipelas‘on one of her ankles considerably alarmed 
her medical attendant, Mr. Bushell; but he treated her so 
judiciously that the symptoms grew more favourabble, and 
before the end of the month she felt so much recovered that 
she jocularly told him she was in no need of his visits, for 
‘* she had health to sell," 

Unfortunately, however, she ventured out soon afterwards, 
in a carriage, one very bleak day, and the cold appears to have 
driven her malady inwards. On the 8lst of May she was 
seized with vomitings and rigors, and in the course of the 
ovening both her legs were attacked with erysipelatous inflam- 
mation, This increased during the night, and was accom« 
panied with much fever, In the course of the following day 
she was seen by Dr. Leman. Her state became hourly more 
precarious, and on the 8th of June she expired, after a week 
of acute suffering. 

Her funeral took place on the 15th of June. Soon after ten 
in the morning the procession began to move from Upper 
Baker-street to the place of interment, the New Ground of 
Paddington Church. ‘The grave bears this simple inscription :— 


SAORED TO THE MEMORY OF 
SARAH SIDDONS, 
WHO DEPARTED THIS LIFE JUNE 8, 1831. 
IN HER 76Tl YEAR. 
“RLESSED ARE THE DEAD WHO DIB IN THE LonD.” 


It is stated thit there were 5000 persons picsent at her funeral, 

** Mrs, Siddone,”’ says the poct, “ was a great, simple being, 
who was not shrewd in her knowledge of the world, and was 
not herself well understood, in some particulars, by the majority 
of the world, * * id 

‘In the course of a long life, how few individuals have dif- 
fused so much moral sympathy! No queen of our stage has 
been so unequivocally’ extolléd for majesty and beauty of 
yerson as Mrs, Siddons, nor is there any one whose sway over 
fee audiences can be imagined to have been stronger. My 
inference is, if I may parody Milton’s phrase, that she was the 
fairest of her predecessors—and that, if Time could rebuild 
his ruins and react the lost scenes of existence, he would 
present no female to match her on the ‘Tragic stage. And 
she was more than a woman of genius, for the additional 
benevolence of her heart made her an honour to her sex and 
to human nature.”

Virnna.—The Weiner Zeitung announces that the subscription 
for the new loan amounted on the 27th to 17,423,400 florins, 

ConsTANTINOPLE.—It appears that the final decision of the 
Ottoman Government was communicated to M. de Titoff at the close 
of an extraordinary Cabinet Council held at Kouroulachismé, in 
the house of the Beraskier, Mehemet Ali Pasha, late in the evening 
ofthe 16th ult. It was intimated to the Russian Ambassador, ina 
note couched in firm and dignified but mild and conciliatory terms, 
that the Turkish Government, seeing no reason to depart from its 
previous resolution, persisted in its refusal to grant the extradition 
of the Hungarian refugees, demanded by the Czar.

It is true that she said that he bad only three 
persons with him; but other parties of his men are following in the 
same direction, though some way separated from him, She saw 
also the shells (dead bodies) of others in different postures under 
the snow. And she described graphically enough the deer, wild 
cattle, wild men, and rough tang!ed forests that she passed in 
going to him; with an animal striped down the back and 
sides, which leaps very far, and may be the panther or wild cat. 
She also professed to go and visit his ships, one of which she said 
was under water, with very thick timbers, the other above it, And, 
an old letter being also possessed from Sir James loss, she was 
sent to visit him too. For this purpose she said she had to go much 
further. Ile is fast in the ice, and unable to turn his ship round, 
but intends returning to England when he can. She added that 
it was snowing heavily when she saw him; he had not seen Sir J. 
Franklin, ‘The difference between his apparent time and that at 
Bolton was nearly eight hours, corresponding to 110 deg. to 
115 deg. west; and, when required subsequently to show the place 
on the map, she pointed to Bankes's Land almost at once, a position 
full of probability. Sir James Ross, she says, is well, but much 
annoyed at being stopped. Another ship is not far from him, and 
neither of these have sails set. But there is a third ship much 
nearer, under sail, and coming apparently from their direction; her 
difference of time is only two hours and a half, corresponding to 
35 deg. to 40 deg. west. [Can this be the transport sent last spring 
to renew their supplies ?] She mentioned this ship first herself; 
only one person in the room knew that such a vessel had been sent, 
and, in his interest for the principal persons concerned, he had not 
thought of the transport sent to their relief till this third ship was 
mentioned. She expressed great astonishment at finding the 
clocks differ so much, and said they should be sent to the watch- 
maker to put them right. She also described Sir James Ross as 
being stouter than Sir John Franklin, and in better case (‘ more 
squash ’ were her words); Sir John’s cheeks, she said, are some- 
what sunk through his fatigues, but his health is good, and he has 
now abundance toeat. Her description of his person was otherwise 
sufficiently near, and she specifically mentioned his being bald, 
These, then, are the principal statements that were thus elicited ; 
many other details were added, not_without interest, but this com- 
munication is already too long. Includin the mesmeriser, four 
gentlemen were present during most of the time they were collected,

Faran Accipent on THE RivER.—A very melancholy 
accident, by which three persons lost their lives, has happened on 
the river ‘Thames, off the Commerctal-dock buoy, at Limehouse. 
It appears, that the ‘lhordemekiold, a Norwegian brig, arrived at 
the before-menticned part of the rive ¥, for the purpose of being 
taken into the Clyde-dock for rcpairs. In order to get the vessel 
through the dock entrance, Waterson, a waterman, and two of 
the crew, were engaged in a smal] boat alongside the brig. Mr, 
Williams, the pilot, who had charge of the vessel, having thrown 
out the kedge, went to the ship’s bows, and took in the by-rope. 
The wind at that instant commenced blowing very strong, and the 
pilot, having some apprehensions that the kedge was not sufficiently 
strong to keep the brig safe, gave orders for the men on deck to 
lower the large anchor, . The, order was no sooner given than 
obeyed; and the men on deck, not knowing that the small boat 
was immediately under the fore part of the vessel, withdrew the 
machinery, and the ponderous iron anchor fell with a fearful crash 
upon the three unfortunate men, crushing them, it is believed, and 
sending the boat to the bottom. ‘The occurrence being witnessed 
by several watermen at the Cummercial-dock-pier, they put off in 
their boats for the purpose of rendering assistance, After the lapse 
of a few minutes the boat came to the surface of the water, but the 
three poor fellows who were in it remained at the bottem of the 
river. It is considered that they were so seriously injured by the 
anchor falling on them as to have been unable to do anything 
towards saving their lives. The drags of the Royal Humane 
Society were instantly procured, and search was made for the 
parties, but the bodies had not been found. Waterson, the prize 
waterman, who was one of the unfortunate men, has left a AES 
family totally unprovided for, His widow, being a cripple, is 
unable to do anything to vards the support of her children. The 
other two men belonged to the vessel, and were Norwegians,

Moore left for 
America, but, on reaching Liverpool, he could not divest himself 
sufficiently of his feelings for home to prosecute his voyage eo he 
returned, On Sunday, the 2nd of September, Catherine Moore 
sent a young woman, named Julia King, over to Brennan's to her 
husband with a message, the substance of which was that she 
wished to see him on that evening. He eame punctual to the 
appointment; and was then and there murdered by the wife and 
her mother,—conveyed to a bog at some distance, and thrown into 
it. Never were the mysterious ways of Providence made more 
manifest in bringing retribution to the heartless murderer than in 
this case, On the morning of the inquest, who should return home 
from Liverpool but Catherine Moore; she had come with a pitiful 
tale of how her unnatural and brutal husband had deserted her on 
the quay of Liverpool, leaving her a lonely and unfortunate woman 
to beg her way. Her astonishment, her havior on hearing of the 
discovery of the mutilated remains of her husband, uperated go 
strongly on her feelings, that she confessed her guilt, and all the 
appalling circumstances connected with it.

Impression oF MEDALS,—A very easy and elegant way of taking 
the impression of medals and coins, not very generally known, is 
thus described by Dr. Shaw:—Melt a little isinglass-glue with 
brandy, and pour it thinly over the medal, so as to cover its whole 
surface; let it remain on a day or two, till it is thoroughly dry and 
hardened, and, then taking it off, it will be fine, clear, and as hard 
as a piece of Muscovy glass, and will have avery elegant impression 
of the coin, It will also resist the effects of damp air, which 
occasions all other kinds of glue to soften and bend, if not prepared 
in this manner.

DOMESTIC CHEMISTRY, 
CHAPTER VIII, 
(Continued from p. 171.) 

Fats and Oils.—Fats are those peculiar substances having all 
the properties of oil, with a consistence ranging from perfect 
solidity to that of semifluidity ; the fats necessary to be here 
noticed are Suet, Lard, Butter, and Marrow, 

Suet is the ordinary fat of animals; the term, however, is 
restricted to the fat of oxen, sheep, and deer, During life the 
fat is fluid, but becomes solid at a temperature less than that of 
blood-heat. Suet is the same as tallow ; but in the natural state 
the tallow is contained in minute cells formed of membrane, 
which enables portions of fat while warm to retain their proper 
forms; but, when heated be ond a certain point, the fat expands 
and ruptures the cells, so that it flows out and may be separated 
from the membrane ,by straining through a sieve; it 1s then 
said to be “ rendered down :’’ it is not so prone to become rancid 
in this state as it naturally is. Fat melts at a heat below that 
of boiling water, but does not boil till raised to a heat almost 
equalling that of redness; 1t then (if in contact with the air) 
catches fire, and burns with a clear bright flame. The most 
extensive purposes to which fats are applied are those of candle 


and soap making. 


There are several vegetable fats which, in composition and 


general properties, completely resemble those obtained from 
animals, but having generally the peculiar odour of the plants, 
&e., from which they were obtained; this is owing to the 
admixture of a portion of the volatile oil of the plant with the 
fixed oil or fat: palm oil (called oil merely because fat is more 
generally applied to the animal product), butter of cocoanuts, 
butter of nutmegs, &c., are examples. 

Lard is obtained by melting down the fat of the pig, and 
resembles other fats, excepting that it has a much softer 


=) 
(utter, obtained from the milk of the cow, may also be ob- 
tained from every other kind of milk : it is a mixture of a pure 
oily fat with a certain portion of milk, Cream 1s the same as 
butter, but contains & larger proportion of milk; the process 
of ‘churning’? separates this extra portion, and the butter 
remains, which, still containing & certain portion of milk, is 
very apt to become sour ; to prevent this a smaller or larger pro- 
portion of salt is added, according to the time the butter 1s 
intended to be kept; the salt becomes dissolved in the small 
portion of milk which is in union with the oily part and con- 
verts it into brine, so that it does not become ee Butter 
may be preserved perfectly fresh by immersing and keeping 1t 


in a thick syrup, which does not give any sweetness to 
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the butter if it be well washed before being made use of, 
Butter which has become rancid may be purified by stirring 
it with three or four times its weight of boiling water; the 
butter, after a time, rises to the surface in the form of a clear 
oil, which, if skimmed off and thrown into ice-cold water, again 
sets into a solid butter, But, although the butter by this pro- 
cess will lose all its unpleasant flavour, it will also lose most 
of its proper and agreeable taste, becoming almost insipid, but 
nevertheless sweet. ‘This process may be useful to those on 
shipboard when a fresh supply cannot ie obtained. 

Marrow is the oily concretion contained within the hollow 
shaft of the long bones. It varies much in consistence; but 
when the hard and soft portions are mixed together, and 
“rendered down,’’ the result is somewhat softer than butter, 
but is not at all prone to become rancid, so that it is well 
adapted for pomade for the hair, and for which it is much used. 

Fats are much used in the kitchen for frying, The rationale 
of the proves is the same as boiling, but at a much higher 
temperiture. Were a piece of white paper put into pure oil 
or melted fat, and the heat raised, the paper would be scorched 
brown before the oil would boil; the same takes place when 
fish, &c., are placed in a pan of hot fat: they are browned of 
one uniform colour, the heat being equally communicated by 
the hot fat. 

Fat, as an article of diet, is used the most in cold and the 
least in hot climates; the reason is simply this—fat serves 
merely to keep up the temperature of the body. Now, in cold 
climates the heat is constantly being carried off by the sur- 
rounding cold air, so that a constant supply of fat (fuel) is 
required to keep up the necessary temperature, Fatty matters 
contain much hydrogen and carbon; these two unite with the 
oxygen of substances which contain it largely: great heat is 
given out during this combination, Exactly the same process 
takes place in the usual combustion of fatty substances, the 
carbon and hydrogen of which combine with the oxygen of the 
surrounding air, giving out both heat and light, This last 
does not, however, take place in the slow combustion of the 
fatty food of animals except in a very few and most extra- 
ordinary cases, in which the process has taken place so rapidly 
as to entirely consume the individual; these have been termed 
cases of ‘¢ spontaneous combustion,”

Adding to this decrease the amount of silver coin withdrawn from 
circulation, the entire circulating medium in dreland has, in this 
short space of time, diminished one-half) « There cannot,” con- 
tinues the writer, ‘‘ be a better test of the condition of the people 
of a country than the amount of money which can, to use the 
expression of Adam Smith, be absorbed in these ordinary trans- 
actions of the intercourse of life. There can be no more melan- 
choly evidence of the prostration of a community than the sudden 
diminution of its currency from the mere inanition of its social 
state; and to this, and to this alone, is the falling off in the cir- 
culation of this country to be traced,” Yet, in the face of this, no 
doubt just, stricture, it is curious to remark that there have died 
within the last thirty years, individual citizens of Dublin who have 
left behind them money upon which duty has been ele in propor- 
tion to £10,000,000 worth of personal property, without any refer- 
ence to sums varying from £4000 downwards.

THE BRIGAND OF THE COMMERAGIL MOUNTAINS, 


In a very interesting account of these mountains * the following 
account is given of a celebrated marauder ;—' William Crotty 
flourished some eighty or ninety years ago; he was a native of a 
place called madieletoans in the county of Waterford, near Clonmel, 
and, at an early age, became notorious for his daring robberies and 
his skilful avoidance of capture. In order to place himself above 
ordinary risks, he took up his residence here, on this mountain-top, 
and hence he issued on his nocturnal expeditions, His abode was 
in a deep subterranean cavern, near the foot of the eae pinnacle, 
and down its dark throat he descended to his lair, a kind of natural 
chamber below, by means of a rope. It is difficult to find the 
entrance to it among the crags; and what a characteristic scene 


for a robber’s den! Does it not forcibly remind one of Virgil's 
description of the cave of Cacus ?— 


‘Jam primum saxis suspensam hane aspice rnpem ; 
Disjectw procul ut moles, desertaque montis 
Stat domus, et scopuli ingentem traxere ruinam, 
Hic spelunca fuit yvasto submota recessu,’ &e,—Eneid vili,

fact, ‘not at home.’ But, being unwilling to abandon the ground 
too easily, they offered a large reward to any soldier who would 
volunteer to descend into the cavern and explore its secrets, It was 
a service of danger, and the men held back ; atlength one of them, 
induced by the reward, and, perhaps, by the conviction of Crotty’s 
absence, came forward and offered himself for the enterprise, It 
was arranged that he should be lowered cautiously, go as to be 
enabled to reconnoitre as he descended, and thus be aware of the 
outlaw, if below, before he came within his reach; and then, on 
making a signal, he was to be quickly drawn up again. _ The soldier 
stuck pistols in a waist-belt, took a torch of bogwood in his hand, 
and having a stout rope well secured round his body, and managed 
by the most expert among his comrades, he was gradually lowered 
down into the black den. The adventurer looke carefully below, 
casting around the light of his torch; there was no sign of any 
living thing. He descended still, and reached the bottom. Then 
suddenly he was seized from behind by aniron grasp, anda hand, 
assed over his shoulder, compressed his throat almost to strangu- 
ation. The torch fell from his hold, but continued to burn on the 
ground, discovered the fierce yet mocking face and blazing eye of 
the rapparee, who now confronted him, armed to the teeth. ‘ Our 
luckless soldier thought that his last hour was come; but to murder 
him would have been contrary to Crotty’s interest, as it would have 
betrayed to the besiegera the fact that he was in his lair; where- 
fore, keeping a choking tipe‘of his prisoner’a throat, the robber told 
him that if he attempted to convey the least signal to his comrades 
above, he would stab him to the heart ; but that, on the contrary, 
his forfeit life should be spared if he com ied with his captor’s 
wishes. The soldier, in the agonies of suf ocation, made a sign of 
assent, and Crotty, relaxing his grasp, bound him by a terrific oath 
that, on his return to his party above, he would assure them he had 
examined the cavern and found it empty, which would be readily 
believed, from the fact of himself returning unscathed. But the out- 
law impressed upon him strenuously that if, when out of his reach 
above, he violated his oath and betrayed him, he sealed his own 
doom: Crotty’s gang would follow him to the ends of the earth, and 
out him to a miserable death. When the soldier had recovered 
iimself after hig rough handling, he ae the signal for his reascent, 
and, when drawn up again to the welcome daylight, he assured the 
magistrate and the officer that no one was below; on which informa- 
tion the party broke up their blockade, and departed without 
further delay. The truth eventually transpired by Crotty boasting to 
Norris (of whom he seems strangely to have had no misgivings) of 
his adventure, and relating that when near the mouth of his cave, 
and about to emerge, he had heard a sound that alarmed him, and 
he noiselessly descended and hid himself in a nook, from which he 
pounced on the explorer.” He was finally captured, and it is 
stated :-—' Crotty’s wife found vent for her grief in a keen or dirge, 
which, with its melancholy music, is given in ¢ Treland Sixty Years 
Ago;’ but the commencement of the version therein contained 
differs from that which was repeated to me on the brigand’s own
